The drawings were received on February 23, 2005. These drawings are approved. 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1, 5, 9, 13, 17, 21, 25, and 29 are generic and allowable. Accordingly, the 
restriction requirement as to the encompassed species is hereby withdrawn and claims 3,6, 11, 
14, 19, 22, 25, and 30, directed to the species of other transmission controls are no longer 
withdrawn from consideration since all of the claims to this species depend from or otherwise 
include each of the limitations of an allowed generic claim.

Claims 1-32 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to show or render obvious the hydrauhc pressure control apparatus as claimed, and 
particularly including a switching valve which is switched from a first position to a second 
position according to a change in a position of the driving state switching valve when all of 
pluraUty of electromagnetic control valves fail, the switching valve operating friction engaging 
devices in a combination to estabUsh a first predetermined speed in the first position, and a 
second predetermined speed in the second position, and including the remaining structure and 
controls of claim 1,5, 9, and 13, respectively. The present invention also particularly includes 
the switching valve maintaining the first position to estabUsh said first predetermined speed 
when at least one electromagnetic control device fails, and including the remaining structure and 
controls of claims 17, 21, 25, and 29.
